Hie speaker was introduced by Dr. 
Bazin, who paid ijartlcular tribute to 
his lucid and hisptohig text-book of 
sui'gery. which is in general use by 
jthes|;jMcOill medical students Dr. 
Hdmàns theii presented his paper on 
the "Lmyphatics and .some who have 
studied them." Mention , was made of 
AselU, who discovered the lacteals in 
1622, and of Rosbeck Harvey, Pecquet, 
William Hunter and Alexander Munro.

10,000 Canadiaiïë to Die of 
Cancer This Year 

Ottawa, March U. — ' The Countess 
of Bessboroiigh today received from 
Dr. W. S. Lindsay, dean of medicine 
at the University of Saskatchewan, a 
communication forecasting that 10.000 
Canadians will die of cancer this year. 

Tlie message, part of the campaign 
to raise funds ^ for the King 'George 
Silver Jubilee Cancer Fiind, said 
that if a campaign' had provided, funds 
five years ago for ' cancer education 
and adequate treatment of all cases 
50 per cent of those who will die this- 
year could have been "spared the 
pains ot a cancer death." i 

In 1930,. however. Dr. Lindsay said; 
"nothing was, done. - This wi^idueslnj 
part to tlie bogey of cancbrphobîS?tM^ 
fear 'that ' itrànk , dlsciisslon would do 
more harm than good. But; far from 
preventing fear, this policy of silence 
intensified it. It could not keep people 
from the horrors of . cancer, but; it did 
very effectively keep from them all 
knowledge of. the real advances made 
in the prévention and. cure of this 
disease." " '' ' ' . 

•Tlie Saskatchewan dean of medicine 
Ui-ged an intensive campaign of edu- 
catloh.ibn- the ground "the most im- 
portant' fact' underlying the rising 
deatl^rate .from cancer is ignorance."

Progress Shoivii 
The progress in tliese Industries was 
conclusively shown to have, increased 
from about 100 per cent in some to as 
much as 600 per cent in others. In 
electric power the production has been 
trebled, and when tlie final' construc- 
tions arc finished, the Soviet will have 
the largest power system in the world. 
Tlie fuel project was 'not quite so.suc- 
cessful but the production' of coal was 
multiplied ' five times, arid in produc- 
tion of oil, while thli-d In. the world, 
their reserve is far; greater than any 
other coimtry. Tlielr production of 
steel and coal, whiio relatively small 
has y Increased 70 per cent in com 
parlson-ito a-Jirpersicent decrease in 
the U.S.A. In trahi^rtatlon,.the prog- 
ress, while definite, is the most dis- 
satisfactory of all. 

Science Advance . 
The manufacture of synthetic rubber 
one of the very few products they. lack, 
has progressed very satisfactorily. The 
U.S.SJI,, in scientific fields lias ad- 
variced far and It Is the intention of

Goethe Society Addressed by 
Dr. Hiekson Last- 
Night 

'J'RAOING Goethe's theory of re- 
ligion, and particularly the influ- 
ence Spinoza had in forming this re- 
ligion, Di-. J. w. \. Hlcksori, former 
Professor of Logic'and Metaphysics at 
McGlU, last night described to the 
Qoethe Society, assembled in the Arts 
Building, an in^rpr«tation of the 
great German's seliglous tl)ought as 
seen in his writings and in his conver- 
sation with his friends,. 

The speaker outlined the conception 
of the word religion as conceived by 
Cicero and Augustine, and especially 
by David Hume, who, was thè first to 
take fundamental roots as a -basis for 
a religious belief. ' 

Next to Shakespjare, Dr. Hiekson 
pointed out , that Spinoza had the 
greatest influence on Goethe. 'Goéthe 
himself in: his . writing . introduced a 
better' Idea of Spinoza than was prevai 
lent at that time. The "Ethics" of 
Spino2a . were outstandhig in mould- 
ing Goethe's thought. Goethe' states, 
I gave myself up to the reading .of 
Spinoza." 

As far as Spinoza was concerned, 
Deus was Natura, and Natura, Deus. 
This pantheistic element In Spinoza 
was duplicated in Goethe. Above 
everything else, Spinoza •n'as naturalis- 
tic. Nature was included in the Infin- 
ite Being. Spinoza's concept of nature 
connects with tlie. philosophy of the 
Italian Renaissance, though liis . con- 
cept of God keeps In mind the re- 
llgioife:\tliinkUig of Judaism. 

Spinoza 'was strongly in favour of 
the theory of natural .causation. ' He 
was no mere intellectualist but a stern 
rationalist. Both Spinoza and Goethe 
were opiMsed:'tp^^nie phases of Chris-' 
tiaiiity— tlie^y' ïnsistç^ that repentance 
was not a virtue: it Is contrary to rea- 
son, as l£ humility and is remorse. 
Neither men were other-worldly." 

Goethe liked, best the unselfishness 
and personal disliiterest in Spinoza's 
philosophy. He admired the saying 
"Who so truly loves God >must not 
think God loves lilm in return." 

Paust ls a good example, the speal;- 
er stated, of Spinozalsm in Goethe; 
Goethe is veiy irpninal in certain parts 
of 'Faust,' and this .ironiclsm is often 
directed against religion. r 
, One of Goethe's most interestuig be- 
liefs-was that ' the degiiee of inunor-

(i'JpRUE culture is more Important in 
medicine than in any ether 
profession. It counts even more than 
pure science." Such are the 'wotds of 
Sir 'William OsJer, as recalled by Dr. 
C. P. Howard, Professor of Mèdidne 
at McGill Unlveralty, and cbW « . 
medicine at the General Hosplta!,(lij/';i;r 
an address on "Medical ! Ethics tiidV . 
Ideals as Depicted by Sir William pit- r 
1er," before the Medloal Uhdei«rt<J>^ - -t' 
uates' Society last night. Pnrf«e»r ''V 
Howard worked with Sir William at 
Johns Hopkins ■CJniverslty. 

Reminding Medical studente that' 
their own professors were some of the 
best douroee of fine ethics and Ideals, 
the speaker proceeded to.sumnariae 
some of Sir William Osier's oiplnlohs 
bn.theee topics. Doctors should be eoe- 
mopolltan and' !nteroatlon«l. miey:,\'i| 
should avoid the idea of competition 
in their practice, replacing it by the 
word "Confrere," and practising the 
OoWen Rule In relations with their;.{;q||| 
colleagues. ■■ 

Doctor s R,espoiisIbàîtl«t '^'^.^^^^^^^^ 
Physicians have three responsibili- 
ties. First, and foremost, they are re- 
sponsible to the patient; they ttmx 
give ungrudgingly of their best services, 
applying the utmos!; of medical scU 
ence to their patient's needs. Doctori 
are not dispensing chemists, and be- 
fore prescribing drugs, should conduct? 
a thorough physical examination. 
■When baffled by diagnosis, they should 
admit It, and ask for help from other 
doctors. Secondly, doctors are respon- 
sible to their colleagues. Taking a 
practical Instance of unethical prac-,; 
tice, Dr. Howard warned young doc-v 
tors against stealing cases, and Vaixt 
Incurring the disUko and oppoaitlan «f 
colleagues. When asked by the pa- 
tient to replace a doctor In the tiett-

Central Èiectnc 
Stations in Canada . 
The output of central clectriç sta- 
tions rose steadily from 5,497,204,000 
kilowatt hours in 1919 to 18,093,802,000 
hi 1930 and then declined for about 
two years. The index of monthly out- 
puts reached a' peak in May, 1930, and 
then declined more or less steadily to 
July, 1932; from then on it rose fairly 
steadily, with only one extéhded de- 
cline in 1984, which was regained In 
two months, to reacii' a new all-time 
peak in November, 1934. Tlie exports 
to the United States suffered the moat 
during the declhie, amounting to only 
059,691,000 kilowatt hours In 1932, as 
against 1,632,614,000 In 1927. 

A comparatively new use for elec- 
tricity is to produce steam in boilers 
specially constructed for that purpose. 
In January, 1924, less' than 6 million 
kilowatt hours were used for this pur- 
pose, but in November, 1934.vbvcr 500 
million were consumed by electric 
boilers, Tlic majority, of these boilers 
are iii piilp and paper mills, and the 
revival of the paper industry In 1933 
and 1934 caused a large Increase in the 
consumption of electric power for 
both power and steam purposes. The 
total electric boiler consumption dur- 
ing 1933 amounted to 3.608,400,000 kll- 
ow'att hours, or over 20 per cent of the 
total production. It is sold at a very 
low rate and, when a more lucrative' 
market develops, will be diverted to 
other uses. In some cases only Uff r 
peak power is used and in others 24- 
hour surplus power Is used. There has 
also been developed à market In the 
United States for surplus power from 
the Niagara ' plants; these exports 
dwindled durhig the depression and 
practically ceased in 1932, but they 
were resumed hi 1933 and for the year 
amounted to 84,351,500 kilowatt hours. 

There has been little change in the 
number of plants operated during the 
past decade, but the investment has 
Increased from $628,565,093 in 1924 to 
$1,386.532.055, or by 120 per cent. The 
output ahnost doubled, increasing 
from 9,315,277,000 to 18,093,802.000 kU- 
owatt hours in 1930 and to 17.338.990,000 
in 1933. The niunber of domestic serv- 
ice customers, or the number of h^mes 
ushig electricity, increased by 382,296 
or 39 per cent, amounting to 1,371,806 
ih 1933. Although the output about 
doubled, the rated capacity in main 
plants hicreased from 2,282,046 K.V.A, 
In 1924 to 5,491,685 K.V.A., or l)y 140 
per cent.
